RULER’S HEALTH NEVER ROBUST.

LONDON, Nov. 15, 3 a. m.—The Czar of 
Russia is quite a sick man. This news came 
first from Copenhagen a couple of nights ago, 
and it is now confirmed from St. Petersburg. 


_ The influenza which first caused his Majes- 
ty to take to his bed has developed into 


typhoid fever. 

A Times special from St. Petersburg last 
night says: 
- “ Day before yesterday, to the surprise of 
everybody in’ St. Petersburg, an official an- 
nouncement appeared from Livadia to the 
effect that the Emperor was quite recovering 
from the attack of influenza which had 
comé on several days previously, and that, 
therefore, no more bulletins would be is- 
sued. 

Czar’s Condition Is Worse. 

“Tonight; however, a special sheet was 
fssued from the office of the Governmen* 
Messenger containi:g the following fresh 
bulletins from the Crimes:

‘Physicians’ Official Bulletin. 

Baron de Frederichs of the imperial house- 
hold has issued the following bulletin: 

“His Majesty passed a good night. His 


general condition is satisfactary. Tempera- | 


ture, 101.6; pulse, 92. His head is clear and 
the strength of the patient is quite satis- 
factory. The diagnosis shows typhoid, 
which for the present is pursuing a thorough- 
ly satisfactory course.

The fact that a bulletin has been issued is 

construed as an admission that the Czar’s 
case is more or less grave. ‘ 
“The royal family at Fredensborg, which 
now includes the Dowager Empress of Rus- 
sia and the Grand Duke Michael, is really 
jfalarmed. The Dowager Empress, herself 
quite fll and unable to leave her private 
apartments, is necessarily detained at Fre- 
densborg. 


Qzarevitch Starts at Once. 

But the Grand Duke Michael is preparing 
to start to his brother’s bedside immediately. 
He is the next heir to the Russian throne, 
and should the Czar’s sickness result fatally 
presence in or near the 
capital would be highly essential. 

The Czar’s illness is perhaps regarded 
more seriously because of the delicacy of his 
constitution, inherent in the Russian im- 
perial family. His father, the late Alex- 
ander III., died when comparatively a young 
man, though in his earlier years he was re- 
markable for his great physical strength 
and endurance. This healthy , condition of 
youth could noé however, save him from 
a@ complication of disorders before he reachcd 
middle age. 

Never in Robust Health. 

The present Czar, who turned 82 only 
jast May, has already had to mourn the 
loss of a brother two years his junior, the 
late Czarevitch George, and at no time in 


his life has Nicholas Il. been in robust 


health. 


Czar a Friend to Peace. 

The Times devotes a part of its leader to a 
Sort of ante-obituary of the Czar. It regards 
the Russian Emperor as a sincere advocate 
of peace, and declares: 

“'The British people have never allowed 
the feelings provoked amongst them from 
time to time by certain aspects of Russian 
Policy and certain acts of Russian statesmen 
and Russian soldiers to diminish the high 
opinion they hold of the character of the 
Czar.” 

Discussing the probable effect of the death 
of the Czar the Times says: 

“It is hardly necessary to say that any 
event which would lead to a change in the 
occupant of the Russian throne in the pres- 
ent anxious state of eastern Asiatic affairs 
might gravely prejudice the existing situa- 
tion. The Emperor of Russia is his own 
Prime Minister, and his own Foreign Min- 
ister, though doubtless he has sometimes 
to defer to the great power of Russian 
bureaucracy and Russian Generals in the 
field, and few things can make more for the 
tranquillity and welfare of mankind than 
that he should be a lover of peace.”

MAD STOWAWAY A TERROR 


ARMED WITH A HATCHET, HE 
DEFIES TIOGA’S CREW. 


Police Called on Ship’s Arrival in Chi- 
cago and They Disarm and Arrest 
the Man, Who Says He Is John 
Kerwin of Buffalo—Discovered Seon 
After Leaving Port—Works Pas-_ 
sage Till Near Destination, When 
Trouble Begins. 


Barricaded in a small room in the steamer 
Tioga, John Kerwin, a demented stowaway, 
armed with a hatchet, defied the crow of 
the boat and threatened death to any one 
who interfered with him. When the steamer 
reached Chicago last evening and tied up 
at the Rush street bridge Kerwin was stil! 
raving, and an appeal for aid was sent 
to the East Chicago Avenue Police Station. 

Policemen Schauss and Maher were sent 

the boat to take the demented man into 

tody. Kerwin was still in the room, 
armed with the hatchet, and he warned the 
police te keep away. He wae finally cap- 
tured by Schauss, who climbed over the 
side of the boat and entered the room from 
the rear through a window hole, 
' Kerwin was occupied in watching the per- 
sons in front of him and he did not notice 
the policeman approaching from behind 


until he was seized. He was overpowered | 


and disarmed. He was taken to the Kast 
Chicago Avenue Police Station, where he 
continued his ravings, and it was meccasary 
to place him in a strait jacket. . 


Found After Leaving Buffalo. 
Captain John Wulke, in charge of the 
steamer, found Kerwin on the boat shortly 
after it left Buffalo on Saturday. He was 
hidden in the hold, and when discovered 
pleaded not to be sent back tp Buffalo, and 
agreed to work for his passage to Chicago. 


Threatens to-Kill Crew. 

Kerwin was given employment and worked 
almost unceasingly until nearly into Chi- 

Last evening he appeared on deck and 
threatened to kill the entire crew. Second 
Mate James Burns attempted to pacify the 
man, but he warned every one away from 
him and brandished the hatchet threaten- 
ingly. Members of the crew seized him from 
behind and’he was overpowered and placed 
in a room below. A hatchet had been left in 
the room and, securing this, he broke down 
the door. Then, placing two chairs in front 
of him, he defied the members of the crew to 
molest him. At times he would threaten to 
come out and attack the crew, and when the 
harbor was reached he still refused to be 
pacified. 


Claims to Be of Good Family. 

Kerwin is 32 year's old and asserts that his 
family is well connected in Buffalo. He had 
been. drinking heavily for some time pre- 
vious to hiding himself on the boat and de- 
clared that he desired to leave Buffalo for 
good. 

The steamer Tioga is the boat that blew up 
several years ago, killing nearly thirty men. 


Insane from Too Much Exercise. 

Excessive exercise is given as the cause 
of the insanity of Philip Gerrity, a stoMer 
Yosemite, stationed “at 
Ninety-second street and the Calumet River, 
who was taken to the detention hospital 
yesterday. Gerrity is 26 years old, and for 
several years has devoted much of his spare 
time to athletic sports. According to the 
physicians he overdid the practice, and, be- 
sides developing heart affection, he became 
so overheated that his mind gave way. It 
is thought he will recover if given proper 
attention. 


Woman Refuses to Talk. 


For two hours yesterday every effort was 
made by the Evanston police to induce a 
woman who had been brought to the station 


to tell her name and where she lived, but 


without avail. She was taken from the home 
of O. Olson, 2317 Hartzell street, where she 
had spent the previous night. When she ap- 
peared at the Olson home she seemed to be 
ill, and was given care. She told Mrs. Olson 
that*her name was Augusta Bugda and that 
she lived at 3725 Lincoln street. The Chi- 
cago police were telephoned, but they could 
find no one at the number given.

Minnesota Statesman Keeps Up His 
Strength and Physicians Are Hope- 
ful of Recovery.

The de- 
velopment of kidney trouble causes the chief 
apprehension. It was first a case of neph- 
ritis, and diabetes has also developed, com- 
plicating the situation greatly.

4 o'clock, after which hour he slept well, 
eating a hearty breakfast. 

This evening Senator Davis’ physicians is- 
sued the following bulletin: ‘‘ Senator Davis 
had a comfortable day. Heslept about three 
hours and seems brighter and more cheerf-il 
this evening. Temperature, 99; pulse, 120.”

TO FIGHT FAKE MEASURE. 


Many Democrats Foresee Defeat, 
but Are Helpless and Must 
Renominate Mayor for 

Third Term. © 


HARLAN NOT. A CANDIDATE. 


That Mayor Carter H. Harrison will be re- 
nominated by the Democratic city conven- 
tion is now conceded on all hands. There 
are many Democrats who would like to beat 
him, but in the absence of a positive and pop- 
ular candidate they are helpless, and their 
inclination now is to let Mayor Harrison 
have the nomination and be defeated after- 
wards. 

It has developed, however, in the last few 
days that not only does the City Hall ma- 
chine intend to renominate the Mayor, but 
it also will be ready when the time comes to 
manufacture an issue for him to run oh. 
That issue will be the old one of opposition 
to a traction ordinance, and in order to make 
it a winning one the same political forces 
which nominate the Mayor will also draw 
and introduce the ordinance. 

That ordinance will be so unfair to the city 
that nobody, unless it might be the traction 
companies, would consent to it for a mo- 
ment, and the Mayor would reinstate him- 
self in popular favor by spectacularly de- 
feating an ordinance which was intended to 
be defeated when it was introduced in the 
Council. Meantime, much political capital 
would be manufactured for the Mayor, and 
he would ask for votes as the champion of 
the city’s interests. 


Must Make the Issue, 

Speaking of this scheme, which seems to 
have been under consideration for some 
time, a Democratic Alderman who is op- 
posed to Mayor Harrison, said yesterday: 

“I and others have been preaching for 
some time that Mayor Harrison could not 
be elected if he were renominated, but the 
friends of the Mayor at the City Hall have 
been laughing at us and saying there would 
be no trouble in electing him when the time 

‘comes. When we asked what issue they were 
going to win on they invariably replied ‘ the 

traction ordinances.’ 

“* Now, as the situation stands today, 

or Harrison cannot be elected without the 
aid of more Republican votes than he got 
at his last election. He is going to, be cut 
and cut badly in all of the Democratic wards, 
and if he is going to succeed himself the Re- 
publicans will have to do the work. If the 
Republican candidate gets anything like his 
party vote he is sure of election. 

** So we doubters have been telling the ma- 
chine managers that as matters are now it is 
impossible get these Republican votes for 
Harrison this time. In reply they would tell 
us that the Republicans would vote for him 
next spring as they did two years ago on the 
street railway proposition. 


Can Claim the Credit. 

“Now it is evident the only manner in 
which than can be brought about is by the 
introduction some time next January or Feb- 
ruary of a traction ordinance which the en- 
tire city will rebel at. The Mayor can make 
a great hurrah against it, and by defeating 
a measure which was never intended to 
pass claim great credit to himself as the 
special guardian of the city’s interests. Who 
will introduce it is, of course, a matter of 
detail, but there are plenty of Aldermen 
who stand close to the Mayor and yet are 
suspected of boodle tendencies who would 
do it and let it be understood they did it at 
the request of the traction com es. 

‘“‘That the street railway companies them- 
selves would introduce an ordinance, evcn 
a good one, on the eve of the charter elec- 
tion, is not reasonable. Soth Mayor and Al- 
dermen who are seeking re#lection would 
make it a point of opposing such an ordi- 
nance. It can be put down as practically a 
certainty that if a traction ordinance is put 
in between now and election time it is sim- 
ply for political pufposes.”’ 


Harlan Makes Denial. 

John M. Harlan put a stop to the many ru- 
mors which have been put in circulation of 
late that he is a candidate for the Mayoralty 
nomination next spring by a specific state- 
ment issued yesterday. Stories had been 
printed that not only was he a candidate for 
the nomination but would be brought for- 
ward by Messrs. Lorimer and Jamieson as 
their special choice for the place. In reply 
Mr. Harlan said: 

“IT am not a candidate for the Republican 
nomination for Mayor next spring, and have 
not the slightest expectation of becoming 
one. I do not desire political office. I am 
practicing my profession, with increasing 
profit to myself, and, I hope, to my clients. 

“T am informed that it is reported that 
Congressman Lorimer and T. N. Jamieson 
had tendered me the Republican nomination 
for Mayor next spring. This story seems so 
inherently improbable as scarcely to call for 
denial, but the fact ts it is without even any 
foundation whatever.”

RCH BAN ON DIVORCE 


RULES MADE BY PROTESTANT 
EPISCOPAL COMMITTEE. 


Canons to Be Submitted to the General 
Cenference in October Next — Di- 
vorced Persens Not to Be Married 
by Episcopal Minister, Whether In- 
nocent er Guilty — Membership in 
Church te Be Withheld from Di- 
verced Person Whe Marries Again. 


New York, Nov. 14.—[{Special.}—The re- 
marriage of divorced persons probably will 
be forbidden by the next general conference 
of the Episcopal Church, which meets in 
San Francisco in October, 1901. Nine eminent 
clergymen and laymen of a committee ap- 
pointed by the general conference of 1808 
met today in Trinity Chapel in Twenty-fifth 
street and formulated three new canons on 
marriage and divorce. These will be re- 
ported to the next general conference, and it 
is believed will be accepted. 

The Rev. Dr. Morgan Dix presided over the 
conference, and Francis A. Lewis of Phila- 
delphia was Secretary. Present were the 
Rev. Dr. Hoffman of New York, the Rev. 
Dr. Mann of St. Louis, the Rev. Dr. Fulton 
of Philadelphia, and the Rev. Dr. Eccleston 
of Baltimore, Francis L. Stetson of New 

York, Charles H. Stanley of Washington, 
D. C., and Judge E. G, Gradford of Wilming- 
ton, Del, 


| Defines Impediments to Marriage. 

The first canon defines holy matrimony 
and the impediments therto in consanguinity 
and affinity. 

The second canon deals with “the sol- 
emnization of holy matrimony.’’ It requires 
ministers to conform with the civil law re- 
lating to marriage and to report marriages 
without delay so they may be recorded. 
There must be witnesses at a marriage. 

Section 4 of this canon is: ‘No minister 
shall sclemnize marriage between any two 
persons unless, nor until by inquiry, he shall 
have satisfied himself that neither person 
has been or is the husband or wife of any 
other person living unless the former mar- 
riage was annulled by decree of some court 
of competent jurisdiction for cause existing 
before such former marriage.” 

This will operate to preven’ remarriage by 
either party to a divorce suit, whether gullty 
or innocent. 

The canon deals most severely \with di- 
vorced persons, virtually excommunicating 
them if they remarry while the other party 
to the divorce still lives. 


Debarred from the Church. 

The canon is: “‘No person divorced for 
causes arising after marriage, and marrying 
again during the lifetime of the other party 
to the divorce, shall be admitted to baptism, 
or confirmation, or received to holy commun- 
ion, except when penitent and in immediate 
danger of death. 

** No person shall be denied baptism or con- 
firmation or the holy communion under this 
canon until after the minister shall have 
given to the person due and sufficient notice 
of such intended denial and of the right to 
appeal therefrom as hereafter permitted. = 

The third section of this canon provides for 
appeal to the Bishop of the diocese or mis- 
district, who, tf he deems the cause } 
sufficient, may take counsel with two neigh- 
boring Bishops and decide whether there 
shall be any dispensation. 

The canons were unanimously adopted by 
those taking part in the conference.

“OIL” FOR BURKE 


Unauthorized Digging in the 
Stock-Yards to Come Up . 
for Investigation. 


WORK FUR THE “INDIANS” 


Special Council Committee, How- 
ever, Had Not Granted Use 
of the $25,000. 


HARRISON PLAYS A PART. 


How Robert E. Burke extracted from the 
city $25,000 for the Democratic campaign 
fund, with the aid of Mayor Harrison and 


Aiderman Tom Carey, and how this money, 


was spent without the authorization of the 
City Council to give empleyment to several 
hundred of Mr. Carey's “ indians” in the 


Stock-Yards searching for water pipes, is a ' 


story to be reiatea comorrow at the meeting 
of the City Finance committee. 


The item of $25,000 has not been included, 


by Mr. Burke in his report of campaign 
funds used, but it served a purpose and added 
to Mr. Burke’s reputation as a “ good oller.’ 

On account of the haziness in which the 
right of the administration to spend the 
money was involved, the Controller refused 
to pass the pay-rolls until he could secure 
an opinion from the Corporation Counsel. 
This opinion has been secured, deciding that 
the laborers had to be paid, and the first in- 
atallment of wages has been handed over. 

The question of thé right of the adminis- 
tration to spend the money in the manner 
it did does not involve its right to make an 
investigation of alleged water thefts in the 
Stock-Yards.' The fund was to be subject to 
the decision of a special committee. This 
committee has not reported, but $15,000 of 
the money has been spent already, and the 
remaining $10,000 is needed in the work which 
has been mapped out. 


Coup by “ Tom ” Carey. 

When the evidence pointed strongly to the 
conclusion that Stock-Yards firms had been 
taking water from the city mains without 
paying therefor, Alderman “Tom” Carey 
presented an order to the Council asking 
that $25,000 be reserved from the amount 
to be deducted from the water fund appro- 
priation on account of financial troubles. 
The order was passed with the reservation 
that it should be spent only in case a special 
committee decided that it was necessary to 
make the investigation. Mayor Harrison 
said that whether or not the Council granted 
the request the work would be done. 

The comment was made at once that Mr. 
Burke did not have enough money to 
“work” in the different wards, and, it be- 
ing the preélection period, a large number 
of ldborers could be kept employed in the 
Stock-Yards district digging for illicit water 
connections. 

The special committee appointed from the 
Finance committee and including Aldermen 
Raymer and Pike made the investigation 
and did not reach a conclusion favorable to 
the expenditure of the money. The adminis- 
tration, however, had not waited for the 
examination. 


No Appropriation for Work. 


“There was no appropriation for the 

work,”’ sald Alderman Mavor of the Finance 
committee. *‘A reservation was mado and 
the sum of $25,000 was to be used if a special 
committee said it should be. The committee 
has not said it should.” 
, Of the amount reserved from the water 
fund, $15,000 has been spent and will have 
to be drawn from some fund, so that Repub- 
lican Aldermen admit that Mr. Burke's 
* oiling ’’ methods have been successful. 

A report of the results obtained in the 
Stock-Yards will be made to the Finance 
committee tomorrow. City Engineer Eric- 
son will show that forty uncharted and un- 
known connections with the city mains were 
found in Stock- Yards. 

“With all these, I have no proof that any 
water was stolen from the city mains,” 
said Mr. Ericson. ‘“‘ As to suspicion, that is 
another thing.”’ 

“Except in one case there is no direct 
proof of any water steal,” said Superintend- 
ent Nourse of the Water department. “ Since 
the investigation, however, the city receipts 
in the Stock-Yards district have increased 
$1,000 a month.”’ 

For the reason that the investigation has 
increased the city receipts, it is probable that 
the objecting Aldermen simply will file their 
protest against any use of the water fund 


Y that is unauthorized by the Council. 


City Engineer Ericson will advise that the 
$10,000 remaining in the fund be not spent, 
his opinion being that is is unnecessary to 
continue the stripping of the mains. 


BURIED IN SAND FORTY HOURS. 


Man Is Taken Alive from Bottom of a 
Well After a Most Remarkable 


Experience. 


Sullivan, Ind., Nov. 14.—[Special.]—After 
forty hours at the bottom of a well, buried 
under a heap of sand that finally reached two 
feet above his head, Thomas McPheters was 
rescued this morning, little the worse for his 
long imprisonment. 

The escape of the well-digger was remark- 
able, as several times the rescue party gave 


-up all hope of bringing him to the surface 


alive. When the first cave-in came and tons 
of sand filled the bottom of the well the 
boards used for a wall were forced in and 


formed a roof which prevented the crushing 
out of McPheters’ life. A small opening at 
one side permitted the carrying on of con- 
versation, and a two-inch rubber hose was 
let down to convey water and food to the im- 
prisoned man. . 

McPheters finally extricated himself from 
the broken boards, but as he gained his feet 
and stood erect another fall of sand buried 
him to the neck. He got the end of the hose 
to his mouth, when again came a cave-in, 
and the top of his head was two feet below 
the surface of the sand. The rubber tube 
gave him air, and water and food were 
poured in when he asked for them. 

This morning the second well was com- 
pleted by the rescuers and a tunnel was cut 


' to the shaft in which McPheters was a pris- 


oner. The walls of the tunnel were boarded 
up and the sand dug away until the man was 
released from his strange prison. 
McPheters, who is a resident of Palestine, 
Ill., was completing the digging of a well on 
a farm near this city on Monday when the 
accident befell him. He is expected to re- 
cover from the injuries sustained. ,

STOCK-YARDS, INJURED. 

Explosion of Lantern in Libby, MeNeill 
& Piant Causes the Ignition 
of 30,000 Pounds of Grease and a 
Number of Persons in the Building 
Barely Escape Being Caught in the 
Flames — Total Loss Amounts to 
Fifteen Thousand Dollars. 


The explosion of a lantern in the tank room 
of Libby, McNeill & Libby’s packing plant 
at the Stock-Yards ignited 30,000 pounds of 
lard last night about 8:30 o’clock, and caused 
a loss not exceeding $15,000. Thomas Konet- 
ka, the watchman who was carrying the lan- 
tern which exploded, was severely burned 
by blazing lard, and in his escape from the 
bulldigg Jumped from the second story. Two 
bookkeepers who were at work In the offices 
on the fourth story of the building reached 
the ground by the fire escape barely in time 
to escape being caught in the flames. 

The ignition of the lard was followed by 
a huge column of flame, which mounted to the 
top of the four-story building with a quick- 
ness which made the employés run for their 
lives. 

James Appel, one of the workmen on the 
second floor, was the first to escape and turn 
in an alarm. While he was thus engaged 
Cc. J. Schlick and A. J. Hume, bookkeepers, 
were seeking to escape from the top story. 
They found the elevators stopped and their 
flight down the stairs cut off by the flames. 
When they clambered down the fire escapes 
they found several engines already on the 


scene. | 
Prevent Spread of Flames. 

The Fire department responded with twen- 
ty-five engines and formed a cordon around 
the blazing structure. For a time it was 
feared that the general offices of the com- 
pany adjoining would burn, and the main 
efforts of the firemen were directed toward 
preventing a spread of the flames. In their 
efforts they were successful, as the tank 
room is surrounded by fire walls of ex 
thickness. 

Konetka, in jumping to the ground from 
the second-story window,dis supposed to have 
received internal injuries. He was ablaze 
from head to foot as he fell, and the firemen 
turned their hose upon him until the flames 
were extinguished. 

General Superintendent James 8. Morrow 
stated that $10,000 of the loss represents the 
damage to the building, the remainder being 
the value of the lard destroyed. 


Girl Fatally Burned. 

Maggie Hickey, 11 years old, received 
burns yesterday which will probably cause 
her death, while playing in the kitchen at 
the home of her uncle, John Geary, 88 Sholto 
street. In passing the stove her clothing ig- 
nited, and before assistance could be given 
the girl was badly injured. At the County 
Hospital the physicians say her burns are 
likely to prove fatal. 


Prairie Fire Causes Alarm. 

Railrbad property and houses in the vi- 
cinity of Thirty-ninth street and Kedzie 
avenue, Morrell Park, were in danger of 
being damaged last evening by a prairie 
fire, which once started, spread with con- 
siderable rapidity. The fire is supposed to 
have been started by some boys playing with 
torches, who fled on seeing the result of 
their work. Residents of the locality turned 
in a fire alarm, and the engines on arrival 
put out the flames before serious damage had 
been done. 


Thinks It Was Incendiary. 

Mrs. 8. W. Winston, 5340 Dearborn street, 
complained at the Fiftieth Street Police Sta- 
tion yesterday that some one had attemped 
to burn her house. She said that when she 
returned home from a visit she found a pile 
of newspapers in the center of her parlor, a 
portion of which showed that it had been 
afire.

County Clerks vary in their methods of counting the vote on President, some giving the vote for the elector at the top of each ticket, some taking the vote for 
the elector on each ticket receiving the highest number of votes, and others making an average of the vote cast for the different electors on each ticket as the county's 
vote on President. This difference in County Clerk returns and some small-changes in Cook County probably will show slightly different totals when the returns are 
officially given out by the Secretary of State who gives the vote for the elector at the top of each ticket as the vote for President, but it is believed that the final figures 
will not show any important changes.

Kaiser Wilhelm, in His Speech from the 
Throne, Outlines the Situation 
in China. 


BERLIN, Nov. 14.—The Reichstag reas- 
sembled today. The speech from the throne 
dwelt at considerable length on the events 
in China, the Kaiser saying: 

‘* Fanatical hate and dark superstition, in- 
cited by unscrupulous advisers of the court, 
have driven misguided masses of Chinese 


to acts of atrocity against the outposts of | 


Western civilization. ; 

‘“*My Minister died at the hand of an as- 
sassin in a courageous attempt to overcome 
the rising peril. The foreigneis at tic capi- 
tal saw themselves threatened, life and limb. 


These things of horror united the civilized | 


community, where otherwise there was a 
divergence. All nations against which the 
unparalleled onslaught was directed drew 
closer* Their sons fought with one mind, 
shoulder to shoulder, even as yonder stand- 
ards float side by side. So the governments 
show themselves in council united with the 
sole wish to restore an orderly state of 
things as speedily as possible, and after the 
punishment of the chief culprits avert a re- 
currence in the future of such a disturbance 
of the peace of the world.” 

Turning to domestic affairs, his Majesty 
said that in consequence of the natural 
growth of the revenue and the increased 
taxation voted last session more abundant 
funds were available in almost every branch 
of life in the empire, especially for meas- 
ures for the benefit of workers and for the 
defense of the country. A customs tariff, 
he added, would probably be laid before the 
Bundesrath during the present session, 

The speech concluded by announcing va- 
rious bills which would be introduced. |

A supplementary credit bill asks for 152,- 


750,000 marks to meet the cost of the Chi- 
nese expedition, it being assumed that China 
will eventually pay all the costs incurred by 
Germany. 


Disappointment in Berlin. 
Political circles generally are disappointed 
at the colorlessness of the speech from the 
throne. 
All the papers point out that the speech 


from the throne contains no surprises. 


Many, including some government organs, 
admit that the explanation for the delay tn 
calling the Reichstag is weak. The Berliner 
Neuesten Nachrichten says: 

“ We do not believe the explanation offered 
will prove acceptable to the Reichstag. An 
appropriation for a preliminary credit could 
have been carried in three days without op- 
position, and the government would thus 
have secured the approval of the Reichstag 
in advatice for its unavoidable action in 
China. In that way its position would have 
been incomparably stronger.”

| Comment of the Press. 

Even the Kreuz Zeitung admits that the 
criticisms for the government's course “ are 
not without a certain justification.”

Admitting that the Reichstag could not have 
been called immediately upon the breaking 
out of the China troubles, still, nothing pre- 
vented calling it months ago fn order to add 
weight to Germany's action.”’ 

Even the papers, however, which criticise 
admit that the Reichstag will vote the cred- 
its asked. The Freisinnige Zeitung points 
out that the speech from the throne failed to 
mention that the budget forecasted for 1901 
will necessitate a loan of 97,000,000 marks to 
balance. 

Contrary to the usual practice, admission 
cards for the press and visitors to the opening 
of the Reichstag by the Emperor were not 
issued.

KROGER AROUSES FRANCE 


HUNDRED THOUSAND PEOPLE TO 
GREET THE BOER PRESIDENT. 


Efforts of the Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs to Please Both English 
and the French Make the Situation 

AN the More Difficult — Government 

Pushed on by Public Sentiment to 

Treat the Fugitive Transvaal Chiet 

‘Executive with Honor.

PARIS, Nov. 14.—The efforts of Minister 
of Foreign Affairs Delcasse to please both the 
English and the French render the question 
of the arrival and reception of President 
Kruger daily more difficult. The -French 
preparations for a popular demonstration 
in honor of the President of the Boer re- 
public are dally becoming more elaborate. 
At Marseilles 280,000 persons have signed 
the French Boer committee's appeal to all 
patriots to meet Kruger. The President of 
the committee, M. Violle, estimates that 
100,000 people will be at the dock on the ar- 
rival of the Dutch cruiser Gelderland. 

The Prefect of Marseilles had received 
government orders to consider the arrival 
of Kruger as that of a chief of a state, travel- 
ing incognito. As this implies certain offi- 
cial recognition contrary to what was previ- 
ously intimated, the Prefect should not give, 
he telegraphed to Paris for further instruc- 
tions. In a personal interview witn the 
Prefect’s chief clerk the latter said: ‘* Our 
reply as to what ceremonies should accom- 
pany the reception to a chief of state travel- 
ing incognition was that we should treat

PLANOR LOOP ROLLE 


STREET RAILWAY COMMISSION 
TAKES UP BOULEVARD SCHEME. 


’ Decides to Ask an Appropriation for 


Expert Opinion on Feasibility of 
Underground System—Only Objec- 
1 Raised to West Park Project Is 

Ground of Electric Wires in 
Crowded Streets—Mayor and Others 
Express Their Views on the Subject. 


The City Council's Street Railway commis- 
sion decided yesterday to ask for an appro- 
priation of $1,000 to obtain expert opinions 
on the motive power best adapted to Chi- 
cago's streets. The action was taken with 
reference to the proposition of the West 
Park board to extend Washington boulevard 
from the lake to the Desplaines River and to 
allow the traction companies to change their 
power from cable to electric. 

It was the belief of Alderman Foreman, 
who introduced the proposition, that an ex- 
pert would decide that the underground trol- 
ley could be used despite the contention that 
the streets are unfitted for the system. 

Mayor Harrison said that he would con- 
sent to the use of the underground trolley 
system in any streets in which the traction 
companies already have tracks. 

‘There will be a fight on the mention of 
overhead trolleys in the down-town district,” 
he gaid, ‘‘ but there will be no opposition to 
an extension of electric service where it 
goes under ground, providing the companies 
already have use of the streets. At first 
glance the proposition from the West Park 
board I should be unfavorable to it. I will 
not condemn it, however, until I have heard 
the arguments of its advocates. Just as it 
stands it would seem inadvisable to add 
anything to the congestion in down-town 
streets.” 

| Ellicott Favors the Plan. 


“‘ As a substitute for the plans being con- 


sidered I would suggest the underground 


trolley as the most feasible,”’ said City Elec- 
trician Ellicott. ‘“‘ The change could be ac- 
complished without great expense, and, I 
think, to the satisfaction of all concerned. 
My idea would be to put the underground 
trolley in the down-town district, use motor 
cars on it, haul the other cars around the 
loop, and switch them over on the other 
side of the river, or where the change is 
made, to the trolley. This would not ne- 
cessitate the expenditure ofa greatsum. No 
doubt the street railway companies would 
object that the drainage of the city would: 
not permit of an underground trolley. This 
argument I have proved to be worthless, 
for the sewers are nine feet below the street.”’ 

“The suggestion of a change in power by 
the street car companies must be divorced 
from the proposition to convert the street 
inté a boulevard,” said West Park Commis- 
sioner Andrew Graham. “It does not mat- 
ter whether they substitute electricity for 
the cable or not; they can grant us per- 
mission to remove one of the tracks in 
Washington street and a boulevard can be 
made anyway.” — 

Objects to Trolley Down-Town. 

Citizens who have discussed the proposi- 
tion and have heard expressions on the estab- 
lishment of another boulevard leading to the 
West Side spoke in favor of the boulevard, 
but almost unanimously objected to the 
substitution of the trolley in the down-town 
district. Some of the opinions were as fol- 
lows: 

Fred W. Upham—Any proposition that will 
do away with the tunnels is in the interests 
of the city. The objection to the overhead 
trolleys is not to be compared to the injury 
done the commercial interests of Chicago by 
these tunnels. Personally I would be glad 
to see Washington street converted into a 
boulevard. - 

George L. Warner, President Real Estate 
Board—I do hot know whether I favor the 
proposition or not. I am disposed tu look 
upon any proposition of this kind from the 
West Park Board with considerable suspi- 
clon. I certainly am opposed to overhead 
trolleys in the business district.

Charles Allen of Hoopeston was at the 
Great Northern and announced his candidacy 
for Speaker of the House. He left in the 
evening for Mexico on a business trip. 
George R. Lyon of Waukegan sent in word 
that his candidacy for the Speakership was 
dependent on how the members of the House 
from Northern Illinois might line up.

SAYS CANAL WATER IS PURE. 


Commssioner Reynolds Submits Re- 
port to Drainage Board for Use 


in the St. Louis Case, 


According to a report which Health Com- 
missioner Reynolds is preparing to submit 
to the members of the Drainage board, run- 
ning water has a tendency to purify itself. 
This conclusion is based on analyses of sam- 
ples of water taken from various parts of 
the Illinois River, the drainage canal, and 
branch streams. Commissioner Reynolds 
presented a statement in regard to a prelim- 
inary report before the members of the 
Federal Relations committee of the Drain- 
age board yesterday afternoon. Hesaid that 
voluminous data on the subject have been 
prepared by chemists of the Health depart- 
ment and of the Universities of Chicago and 
Illinois, and he asked authority of the board 


‘to have the figures published. 


This resulted in a sharp discussion among 
the members, some of whom were unwilling 
to stand the additional expense, and in the 
end Dr. Reynolds was told to present a state- 
ment on the estimated cost of publication at 
the next meeting. The figures will be used in 
the St. Louis case. 

The question of the Presidency of the 
Drainage board is still undecided. It is not 
probable that Trustee Jones will be chosen. 
He says he has never declared himself as a 
candidate and prefers to be on the floor. He 
is not the only can@idate. Z. R. Carter, 
Frank Wenter, and William Webb have vol- 
untarily offered Jones their support, but 
Carter and Wenter are talked of as candi- 
dates.

NEW TEST FOR ARMY RATION. 


Soldiers Will Try Another Prepared 
Food on a March—Condensed Milk 
Instead of Chocolate. 


Wichita, Kas., Nov. 14.—[Special.]—Cap- 
tain Fred W. Foster and twenty-five troopers 
of the Eighth United States Cavalry left Fort 
Reno, Ok. T., today for a ten days’ march 
through the Caddo Indian country to make 
a second test of the emergency rations. The 
present test will be a new one, as the three 
cakes of sweet chocolate which constituted 
part of the rations tested on the march to 
Fort Sill will be omitted and a preparation 
composed of condensed milk will be substi- 
tuted in its place. They also will make a 
more severe test of the meat compound food 
preparation prepared under the direction and 
supervision of the War department. 

Captain Foster is of the opinion that the 
condensed milk: food will prove to be a great 
success and give better satisfaction than the 
chocolate, which was of little service during 
the test Just completed. 

The milk food is made up In the form of 
wafers, and, when dissolved with water, it 
forms a kind of soup. Soldiers who have 
tried the preparation say it is palatable and 
affords considerable nourishment. A de- 
tailed report of both tests will be sent to the 
War department shortly by Captain Foster.

BERZ THINKS JURY WAS RIGHT. 


Says in the Gentile Case It Was Not 
Necessary to Hold the Sa- 


loonkeeper. 


“The Coroner's jury determined the cause 
of death was acute alcoholism, and that Is as 
far as it was called upon to go,”’ said Coroner 
Berz at a conference held yesterday morning 
between him and Attorney R, P. McNulta, 
who represented the father of Enrico Gen- 
tile, a West Side newsboy, over whose re- 
mains an inquest was held by Deputy Coron- 
er Schaefer at the county morgue. ‘“ The 
prosecution of the man who {s said to have 
sold the boy the liquor does not lie with the 
Coroner. The verdict of the jury defines the 
cause of death distinctly and upon it you can 
act if you see fit to bring criminal proceed- 
ings against the saloonkeeper.” 

The attorney had called to talk with the 
Coroner in regard to having the case before 
the Coroner’s jury. reopened with the view 
to having the saloonkeeper held to the grand 


jury. 
It is claimed that the death of the boy was 


due to drinking a quantity of whisky which 
he had won on an election bet. He was 
found dead in the basement of Adolph 
Stein's saloon at 641 West Madison street 
Saturday. It is claimed by Attorney Mc- 
Nulta that the man who gave the boy the 
liquor is criminally responsible for the death, 
and that the Coroner's jury should have 
taken steps to find out who that man was, 
and recommend action.

It will be remembered Senators Platt of 
Connecticut, Aidridge, and Teller, a subcom- 
mittee, went to Cuba to begin the prelim- 
inary work of the investigation, but owing 
to the fact that the resolution calls for an 
investigation of every cent received and ex- 
panded, whence received and for what ex- 
pended, and, in fact, of every disbursement 
made since the Spanish troops evacuated 
Cuba, the investigation will require consid- 


erable time. 


The committee will also hear the report 
from the subcommittee upon its investigation 
of the postal frauds, and will consider the re- 
port of Assistant Postmaster General Bris- 
tow, who investigated the conditions of the 
postal service existing In Cuba. At its meet- 
ing on Friday the committee will decide if 
it will hear any testimony. As so much data 
has been furnished by the War.department 
it is doubtful if any testimony will be taken. 
The committee consists of Senator Platt of 
Connecticut, Aldrich, Cullom, Davis, Mc-, 
Millan, Chandler, Spooner, Teller, Money, 
and Taliaferro.

MUSIC AND THE DRAMA. 


The Passion Play. 
Burton Holmes began the last week of 
his season’s lecture course by an extra pre- 
sentation of the lecture, ‘‘ Oberammergau: 
the Place, the People, and the Play,” at 
Central Music Hall last night. The illus- 
trated talk on the peasant actors and their 
great drama will take rank among the best 
of Mr. Holmes’ entertainments. It is apt, 
nevertheless, to be somewhat disappointing 
to those who have expected other than con- 
ventional scenes from the performance itself. 
Mr. Holmes, as he let his hearers know last 
night, went to the village in the Bavarian 
Alps with the hope of gaining permission 
to take moving picture records of the per- 
formance. Ordinary photographs he knew 
were impossible from the fact that rights 


to take them were held by a German firm. 


but on the strength of a reputation gained 
in Oberammergau ten years ago, he trusted 
the Town Council would grant him the priv- 
ilege. The conservative villagers decided, 
however, that the sacred nature of the play 
would not permit the granting of the request. 
Mr. Holmes took occasion to say that any 
motion pictures that might appear would 
be posed for in Paris, New York, or London. 

So the lecturer has been forced to fall 
back upon topics of character study, of local 
color, and of incident. That the result is 
exceedingly interesting Is much a compli- 
ment to his ability for arrangement and fer 
employing both the pictoria! beauties of 
scenes and of the English language. He 
has dressed out the pictures of the play’s 
tableaux and scenes—photographs which by 
inference he must have gained by purchase 
from the official photographers—with just 
the hint of description necessary for under- 
standing, and to this skeleton he has added 
some truly delightful studies in the per- 
sonality of the players. Then there are 
motion pictures in which both the villagers 
and their visitors are on view and a pienti- 
ful list of stationary groupings to show the 
atmosphere of the quaint town. 

One other quality will be sure to attract 
audiences of the class with which the lecture 
will be most popular. The reverence which 
is said to abide in the Oberammergau de- 
lineation of the Passion has found its place 
in the entertainer’s treatment of the sub-

Commerce of Inland Seas De- 
clared Nation’s Foremost 
Business.

OUTDOES FOREIGN TRADE. 


Navy Should Have Charge of 
Great Waterways Accord- 
ing to Bureau Chief. 


BIG SHIPS NOW IN DANGER. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 14.—[Special.}— 
Rear Admiral! Bradford, chief of the Bureau 
of Naval Equipment, in his annual report 
says the government cannot do too much to 
promote the safety of navigation on the great 
lakes and recommends that the hydrographic 
surveys be inade by thenavy. In part his re- 
port says: 


fully equipped and continuously present on 
the great lakes, has been engaged in making 
surveys in localities where dangers to navi- 
gation are from time to time reported. The 
value of this work is great and its impor- 
tance cannot be overestimated. Any ef- 
forts to provide additional safeguards by 
means of surveys, the construction of charts, 
the use of buoys, lights, etc., should be lib- 
erally provided for. 


Importance of Lake Traffic. 

“As an.indication of this necessity. it 
may be stated that the yearly tonnage pass- 
ing through the St. Mary’s River during the 
820 days in which it is open is more than 50 
per cent greater than that passing through 
the Suez Canal, which always is open. 

“As long ago as during the year 1889 the 
amount of freight passing through the De- 
troit River was three times as much as the 
foreign, freight of the Port of New York. 
It exceeded for that year the aggregate 
foreign trade of all the seaports of the 
United States, and it was also greater than 
the combined total foreign and coastwise 
freight of Liverpool and London. The steam 
vessels now navigating the great lakes ex- 
ceed the number of vessels of this class in 
all other parts of the United States. 

“ With the expansion of commerce within 
recent years and the demand for cheaper 
rates of transportation the draft of vessels 
in these waters has been much increased. 
The government has just made an expend- 
iture of $15,000,000, which the corps of engi- 
neers of the army has skillfully employed 
in deepening to twenty feet the channels 
connecting the lakes. The keels of lake 
vessels ar now reaching to depths which 
have not been explored by shipping in the 
past, and obstructions to navigation are 
discovered frequently by some valuable ship 
loaded with a costly cargo colliding with 
them. It is of great importance that the 
rocks and shoals should bg examined and 
correctly located. 


Dangers for the Chicago Fleet. 
“For several years past the Michigan has 
been employed in examining the usual! routes 
of vessels in the western approaches to the 
Straits of Mackinac. These operations have 
proved that In the passage between Gray’s 
reef and Vienna shoals, through which the 
vessels of the large fleet engaged in com- 


the lake system are continually passing, and 
other parts of the approaches to the Straits 
of Mackinac, the bottom is composed of 
bowlders, which are within reach of the deep 
draft vessels now engaged in the navigation 
of these waters and which require to be lo- 
cated on charts. 

“The bureau has set forth the great value 
of our commerce on the lakes, and it only 
remains to add that, tn its opinion, too much 
cannot be done for the safety of these ves- 
sels and their valuable cargoes. 

“It is believed that the navy is more fa- 
miliar with the needs and requirements for 
the safe navigation of vessels on the lakes 
than any other department.of the govern- 
ment. For this reason the bureau is of opin- 
jon that the hydrographic surveys of the 
lakes should be conducted by the navy. 

*“ Whatever decision may be reached with 
reference to the work of providing aids for 
the safe navigation of merchant vessels, the 
navy must provide accurate charts for the 
use of its own ships on the great lakes.”’ 


Station at Guam Suggested. 

Rear Admiral Bradford sets forth the de- 
sirability of a naval station at Guam, empha- 
sizing the importance of the island as a 
naval base. He also recounts rapid improve- 
ments in equipment work at the Cavite naval 
station, and the completion of a steel cold 
storage house at Pango Pango, on the Island 
of Tutuila, Samoa. 

The bureau recommends the installation of 
a system of wireless telegraphy on board of 
several ships of the navy, provided it can be 
done at a reasonable cost. 

The report says that the survey by the 
United States steamer Nero for a trans- 
Pacific submarine telegraph cable between 
Honolulu and the Philippine Islands was 
most successfully accomplished, and that a 
satisfactory route for an all-American cable 
to connect the Pacific coast with the outly- 
ing colonial possessions of the United States 
in the Pacific, and with China and Japan, has 
been discovered, thoroughly explored, sur- 
veyed, and mapped. The bureau now Is 
ready to lay the cable at any time. 


FORMER EVANSTON GIRL 
DESERTS HER FAMILY 
FOR LIFE ON THE STAGE. 


Dr. L. H. Gilleland, Recently of Plain- 
well, Mich., Finds His Runaway 
Wife in Chicago—She Refuses to Re- 
turn to Husband and Children. 


It was a pathetic story that Dr. L. H. Gil- 
leland, until recently a prosperous physician 
of Plainwell, Mich., told Justice Wallace 
yesterday in the Thirty-fifth street police 
court. He told hew his home had been 
broken up by his wife, who had run away 
from him and their two children to go on 
the stage. He came to Chicago and found 
her in a house on Dearborn, near Twenty- 
first street. 

Mrs. Gilleland was, before her marriage. 
one of the leading society girls of Evanston. 
where her parents were prominent in church 
work. her father, the Rev. M. M. Parkhurst, 
at one time being pastor of the Evanston 
Avenue Presbyterian Church. She attended 
all the parties at the Evanston Country club 
and the Evanston Boat club, and took pa:

Committee Goes to Springfiela with 
Statistics of Sales Recently Made in 


Valuation of Last Year as Argu- 
ments Against Adoption of the 1890 
Figures—Claim That It Would Be

On this showing the realty men will claim 
that not to accept the 1900 lowered assess- 
ment of the Board of Review and to return 
to the valuations of 1899 would be an in- 
justice to every er in Chicago and 
Cook County. 


Will Equal 1899 Amount. 

The reason given is that the town boards of 
the county have considerably increased the 
tax levy percentage for this year. With 
lowever valuations and increased levy it is 
estimated that the aggregate of taxes col- 
lected for 1900 will about equal 1899. How- 
ever, should the State Board of Equalization 
substitute the figures of 1809 on the tax rolls, 
as asked by several counties in Illinois, tax- 
ation would be increased about 338 per cent 
over that paid by property-owners last year.

The petition 
filed by the Canal Commissioners last Friday 
set up that a depth of at least six feet of 
water was necessary to make the Summit 
level navigable, and that under the contracts 
it was the duty of the Drainage board to 


maintain the level.

The strictures of Dr. Faunce are fresh 
evidence that the neglect of English in the 
secondary schools is beginning to attract 
the attention of educators. The Chicago 
schools are not the least offenders in this 
respect. In the haste to get away from. 
the old castiron curriculum they have gone 
to the other extreme, and “ culture studies ” 
have been largely replaced by “ bread and 
butter studies,” which properly belong to 
the technical or professional schools. And 
what is the result? Our schools teach Ger- 
man, music, and drawing, so called, manual 
training, nature studies, household arts, 
sewing, cookery, and what not, all of which 
are along the lines of least resistance, and 
submit to the dictation of children or their 
parents as to the courses of study to be pur- 
sued, neither of whom have any clear idea 
avhere these courses are to lead. And to 
what putpose? How many of these chil- 
dren can read, spell, write, or speak English 
correctly? How many of their teachers 
are proficient in these directions? And if 
these are the conditions in the secondary 
schools, is it any wonder that the same 
conditions prevail in the colleges, as Dean

When the British government pro- 
tested to the Belgian authorities against 
the “grave and most unfortunate miscar- 
riage of justice,’”’ the protest was treated 
with indifference. Sipido made his way first 
to Switzerland, and then to France, where 
no attempt.was made to interfere with him.

Bulls Discouraged by Sick Foreign 


Markets and Long Lines Are Tum-/

December Wheat Range. there was little good 
speculative buying. and long wheat was on 
tap from the start. December liquidation 
set in and gome of the strongest bulls gave 
up the campaign for higher prices as hope- 
less for the present. The December liquida- 
tion fs not only starting earlier than usual 
but there is expected to be a good deal more 
of it, as trade in this delivery has been heav- 
ler than it was in October or November. 

The last rally from the low point in October, 

the net result of two weeks’ backing and 
filling of the market, was only 2%4c. and had 
nearly all been lost in one day’s break. 

Bulls were discouraged, and their offerings 
_ carried the market down. There was a 
semblance of improvement at the start be- 
cause Liverpool! had not broken so badly as 
the bears expected, and there were sales at 
the opening of 73%c, but the supply was 
much greater than the demand. and there 
was a decline of lc, followed by a recovery 
of %c on covering by shorts. But the mar- 
ket sold off again on further liquidation, 
and there wis only a feeble rally at the close. 
There was heavy selling early through; 
Logan, Harris, Hulburd-Warren, 
Finley Barrell, and other commission- 


houses, and in some of it the crowd thouzht | 


it detected unloading by Baker and Cudahy. 
The rally to 72%c was started by buying by 
Carrington-Hannah, causing covering by 
shorts, while selling by Rumsey and August 
Brosseau turned prices down again. The 
Argentine news was bearish, one cable as- 
serting: ‘*“‘ No change in the situation. Not 
much damage by hurricane in Santa Fé 
district."” The movement was light, but for 
the time being the shortage in the North- 
west was too old a story to Stem the tide 
of liquidation. That section had 391 cars, 
compared with 681 last year, while primary 
receipts were 631,459 bu, compared with 876 - 
267 bu last year. Clearances were small, 
101,006 bu, local sales were 100,000 bu, and the 
seaboard reported 168.000 bu taken. The 
sample market was relatively stronger, but 
the local flour trade was dead, and two-thirds 
of the Minneapalis mills were still closed 
with the demand reported poor. A discour- 
aging factor was a break of 1\%c at Antwerp, 
and it was not relieved by a private cable 
from that market predicting a better de- 
mand for American wheat from the con- 
tinent, nor its confirmation from St. Louls, 
which reported Antwerp acceptances on 
late cables and cash firm. Liverpool closed
